AN AQCT to repeal an act conferring civil jurisdiction on the county
court of Monroe county, approved March eleventh, 1859,

The People of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. Chapter seventy-seven, of the General Repeal.
Laws of 1859, entitled “An act conferring civil jurisdic-
tion on the county court of Monroe county,” is hereby
repealed.

Skc. 2. All actions and proceedings in said county Proceedin
court, (probate business excepted,) at the time this act transferred.
shall take effect, shall be transferred to the circuit court
of said county, and shall be continued, heard, tried and
determined, by said circuit court in like manner, and
with like effect as if the sAme had been originally com-
menced in said cireuit court.

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect from and after its
passage and publication.
